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This  summer,  the  financial  situation  at  WBAI  is  unusual 
in  that  we  have  the  opportunity  to  emerge  after  Labor  Day 
in  relatively  good  health.  This  is  due  to  last  year's  very 
lengthy  Marathon  which  extended  into  June.  The  result  is 
that  an  inordinately  high  number  of  renewal  notices  will  be 
sent  out  in  July  and  August,  generally  a  time  of  benign 
neglect  on  the  part  of  our  listeners. 

The  income  goal  for  July  is  $43,600.  We  hope  to  achieve 
this  through  a  healthy  renewal  rate  regarding  the  4,194 
subscriptions  that  expire  in  July.  Secondly,  we  hope  to  at- 
tract 325  new  subscriptions,  so  tell  a  friend  about  us.

are  keeping  the  faith  and  burrowing  out  from  under  about 
twenty  pounds  of  legal  documentation  necessary  for  the. 
hearing.
